A  new  house  made  its  appearance  on  the  300 
block  of  Grafton  Avenue  April  14  —  all  in  one 
day.  It  took  about  five  hours  to  move  the 
structure  from  Templeton  Street  in  Daly  City. 
Now  jacked  up  on  the  site,  the  home  will  need  a 
new  foundation,  plumbing  and  electrical  hook¬ 
ups  and  a  lower-level  garage  built  around  the 
foundation. 


A  spokesman  for  Coast  Home  Movers 
Company  of  Pacifica  said  that  the  house  had 
been  moved  for  the  Grafton  Avenue  property 
owner  at  an  expense  of  about  $5,000.  The  house 
had  been  up  for  demolition  at  its  former  site.

If  the  company  decides  to 
develop  the  property, 
Krantzman  said  the 
operation  would  be  “first- 
class.”

OMI-CA  applies  for  youth  job  program 


The  OMI  Community 
Association  has  applied  to 
be  the  OMI  Community 
Based  Agency  (CBA)  for  the 
1977  Mayor’s  Summer 
Youth  Employment 
Program. 

If  selected,  the  OMI-CA 
hopes  to  offer  youth  career 
awareness  seminars  and 
pre-apprenticeship  training, 
along  with  direct  work 
experience.  Economically 
disadvantaged  youth 
between  the  ages  of  14  and 
21  are  eligible  to  apply  for 
the  program.  Applications 
should  be  available  within 
the  next  10  days. 

Kevin  Green,  16,  who  was 
selected  by  his  OMI  peers  at 
a  neighborhood  meeting  last 
month,  will  serve  as  the 
OMI  youth  representative 
on  the  Mayor’s  Employment 
Training  Planning 
Committee.  His  role  will  be 
to  express  the  ideas  of  OMI 
youth  in  the  development  of 
the  1977  program. 

Unfortunately,  the 
number  of  jobs  alloted  to  the 
OMI  under  this  federally- 
funded  program  is  now 
slated  at  only  195.  Ms. 
Carolyn  Henderson,  the 


chairwoman  of  the  OMI-CA 
Youth  Planning  Committee, 
thinks  this  number  is 
ridiculously  low  since  more 
than  1000  qualified  OMI 
youth  applied  for  the  jobs  in 
the  program  last  summer. 

“This  is  a  very  serious 
problem  that  this 
community  needs  to  address 
on  two  levels,”  she  said. 


Free  “weatherization”  of 
homes  by  insulation  and 
weatherstripping  is  now 
offered  for  a  limited  time 
through  the  Economic 
Opportunity  Council  for 
homeowners  with  low- 
incomes  or  on  social 
security  or  welfare. 

The  three-pronged  Home 
Weatherization  Program  is 
designed  to  conserve 
energy,  reduce  heating 
costs  for  families  on  limited 
incomes,  and  provide  job¬ 
training  of  insulating 
contractors. 


“On  one  level,  this 
community  should  express 
its  disfavor  at  the  Mayor’s 
Office  of  Employment  and 
Training.  We  must  demand 
more  jobs  from  the 
program.  On  another  level, 
this  community  must 
generate  jobs  for  its  youth 
within  and  outside  the  area, 
as  well  as  encourage  and 


Funded  by  the 
Community  Service 
Administration,  the 
program  employs 
contractors  in  training 
under  the  Comprehensive 
Employment  and  Training 
Act  (CETA).  However,  the 
funding  is  scheduled  to  end 
on  September  30, 1977. 

Dave  Franco  of  the 
Economic  Opportunity 
Council  can  answer 
questions  about  eligibility  of 
homeowners  for  the  service. 
Interested  persons  should 
call  771-7100. 


prepare  our  young  people 
for  the  work  and  the  future. 
To  let  bored,  restless  and 
unskilled  youth  roam  the 
streets  is  irresponsible  and 
a  direct  threat  to  the 
survival  of  the 
neighborhood.”

Editorial 

Gelling  it  together . . . 

In  an  area  like  the  OMI,  dominated  by  single-family 
homes  and  people  who  work  all  over  the  Bay  Area,  here  is  a 
tendency  to  like  the  neighborhood,  but  avoid  the  neighbors. 

The  OMI-CA  service  area,  extending  from  Monterey  Blvd. 
to  the  county  line  and  from  19th  Avenue  to  San  Jose  Avenue 
contains  about  10,000  homes.  There  are  people  from  a  great 
varity  of  ethnic  groups;  there  are  the  young,  the  old,  and 
people  of  all  types  of  lifestyles.  These  factors  potentially 
make  the  OMI  one  of  the  most  interesting  areas  in  San 
Francisco. 

Although  within  this  service  area  there  are  a  number  of 
homeowners  association,  church  and  other  organizations, 
including  a  growing  number  of  block  clubs,  there  needs  to 
be  a  more  wide-based  forum  for  community  interaction. 

One  of  the  primary  goals  of  the  OMI-CA  is  to  serve  as  that 
organization  which  can  represent  the  entire  area  and  bring 
people  from  different  sections  together.  The  OMI  NEWS 
this  year  has  attempted  to  present  articles  of  interest  to  the 
community  as  a  whole  and  to  spotlight  individuals, 
including  merchants,  who  we  feel  exemplify  the  type  of 
people  who  live  and  work  in  this  community.  We  hope  that 
the  paper  has  served  as  an  important  forum  for  residents  to 
envision  the  potential  of  a  unified  community. 

To  maintain  the  quality  of  the  area  and  to  have  it  realize 
its  potential  as  one  of  the  most  pleasant  San  Francisco 
areas  to  live  in,  we  urge  an  increasing  commitment  of 
unity.  Shopping  exclusively  out  of  the  area,  passing  up 
events  within  the  area,  and  failing  to  think  of  the  areas  as 
having  common  problems  and  concerns  can  only  perpetuate 
a  disjointed  community. 

We  hope  that  much  of  the  effort  of  the  OMI-CA  and  the 
OMI  NEWS  this  year  will  culminate  with  a  large  turnout 
May  22  for  the  OMI  International  Street  Fair,  which  in 
many  ways  will  put  the  area  on  display  for  residents  and 
other  persons  who  are  able  to  attend.  Local  merchants  will 
be  there  displaying  goods  and  services.  City  agencies  and 
other  organizations  will  have  informational  booths.  There 
will  be  food,  entertainment  and  more.  It  should  be  a  great 
day  for  OMI  residents  to  come  together,  a  great  day  to 
come  out  and  get  to  know  the  neighbors  from  all  sections  of 
the  OMI  a  little  better.

Now  that  spring  has  sprung  and 
the  sap  is  rising,  I  hope  that  you  are 
getting  the  bug  to  get  involved  in 
your  community  affairs.  The  OMI- 
CA  always  has  a  need  for  more 
volunteers  and  new  committee 
members.

As  most  of  you  are  homeowners,  I  am  sure  you  will  be 
pleased  to  know  that  property  tax  reform  is  on  top  of  the  list 
of  priorities  the  legislative  leadership  has  adopted  this  year. 
Numerous  bills  seeking  to  lessen  the  burden  of  the  property 
tax  on  the  individual  homeowner  or  renter  have  been 
introduced.  I  am  hopeful  that  major  reform  will  result, 
easing  the  load  on  elderly  homeowners  and  renters,  the 
poor  and  working  persons  as  well.  An  interesting  new 
feature  of  several  proposals  is  the  recognition  that  without  a 
control  on  local  expenditures,  we  inevitably  shift  tax 
burdens  among  the  wage-earning  middle  class.  A  “cap”  on 
local  government  expenditures  from  property  tax  sources  is 
therefore  part  of  several  proposals. 

Another  issue  of  vital  importance  to  you  and  other  San 
Francisco  residents  is  the  school  finance  equalization 
mandated  by  the  Supreme  Court. 

All  these  issues  call  for  a  close  working  relationship 
between  you,  the  electorate  and  taxpayer,  and  your 
representatives  in  Sacramento,  so  that  we  may  know  your 
feelings  on  issues  of  importance  to  you  and  represent  the 
consensus  of  our  districts.  Your  opinion  is  important!  And 
while  in  my  statewide  capacity  as  Assembly  Speaker  I  may 
not  personally  be  able  to  communicate  with  you 
individually,  one  of  the  secrets  of  being  an  effective 
Legislator  is  having  good  staff.  The  people  who  work  with 
me  in  Sacramento  and  in  my  District  office  have  been 
selected  with  one  purpose  in  mind:  to  serve  you  and  relay 
your  concerns  to  me  for  action.

McAllister  Street,  Room  1044  (the  State  Building,  opposite 
City  Hall),  San  Francisco,  94102.  The  phone  number  is  557-

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The  big  quake:  How  will  the  OMI  fair?

If  an  earthquake  hits  the 
Bay  Area,  how  will  we  in  the 
OMI  be  affected? 

With  the  “Big  Quake” 
predicted  by  several 
psychics  for  1977,  OMI  News 


George  Kerekes 


asked  several  experts  about 
the  safety  of  our  community 
and  what  actions  we  need  to 
take  to  be  safe  in  the  event 
of  a  major  quake. 

Mr.  George  Kerekes  is  a 
resident  of  the  OMI  area 
and  a  leading  expert  on 
structural  engineering  for 
earthquake  safety.  Mr. 
Kerekes’  opinion  is  that  this 
part  of  the  city  is  fairly  safe, 
being  about  three  miles 
from  the  San  Andreas  Fault, 
far  enough  away  to  miss  the 
hardest  shocks.  Also,  most 
OMI  houses  are  solid  wood 
frames,  generally  the  safest 
structure,  since  wood  has 
the  resiliency  to  withstand 
considerable  movement. 
Homes  built  40  to  50  years 
ago  are  exceedingly  well 
braced,  diagonally  as  well 
as  vertically. 


If  your  house  is 
structurally  sound  now, 
there  is  no  reason  to  think  it 
will  fall  down  or  be  heavily 
damaged  during  a  major 
quake,  according  to  Mr. 
Kerekes.  But  he  does  warn 
of  three  areas  in  a  home 
that  may  be  problem  spots 
during  an  earthquake: 

•  a  brick  chimney  that  is 
two  stories  high  may  fall 
away  from  the  house; 

•  large  expanses  of 
windows  that  have  little 
diagonal  support.  These 
types  of  windows  are  not 
safe  to  be  near  during  a 
quake;  and 

•  improperly  hung 
kitchen  cabinets.  If  the 
cabinet  is  poorly  hung  to  the 
wall  it  may  come  down, 
spilling  glass  to  become 
cause  of  serious  injuries. 


A  local  structural  engineer  forecasts  that  most  OMI  homes  will  not  be  heavily 
damaged  from  a  major  quake. 


Preparing  for  the  shakes 


1.  Think  over  what  you  will  do  if 
there  is  a  major  quake,  spot  the 
safe  places  in  your  house:  a)  under 
a  strong  table  away  from  large 
windows,  b)  under  a  door  lintel,  c) 
outside,  away  from  the  buildings, 
but  clear  of  overhead  electrical 
wiring. 

2.  Check  your  foundation  for 
crumbling  or  severe  settling.  Make 
repairs  as  soon  as  possible. 

3.  Check  the  chimney  for  loose 
bricks  or  signs  of  it  coming  away 
from  the  house.  Steel  braces  can  be 
installed  to  hold  it  to  the  house. 

4.  Make  sure  the  kitchen  cabinets 
are  strongly  attached  to  the  wall. 

5.  Kow  where  your  gas  and  water 


shut  off  valves  are  and  how  to 
safely  shut  them  off. 

6.  Keep  a  working  fire  extinguisher 
on  hand. 

7.  Make  a  check  list  of  things  to  do 
in  an  emergency  and  tack  it  on  the 
back  of  a  closet  door  where  you  can 
find  it  easily.  It’s  hard  to  think 
clearly  during  an  emergency  and  a 
list  of  things  to  do  can  avoid  a  lot  of 
panic. 

8.  Have  a  first  aid  kit  and  know 
how  to  use  it.  Better  yet,  take  a 
class  in  first  aid  from  the  Red 
Cross. 

9.  Know  your  neighbors;  in  times  of 
trouble  you  will  need  their  help  as 
they  will  need  yours.

Lilian  Rivera  tosses  in 
custom  design  at  no  extra 
charge  in  making  knit 
outfits  for  less  than  ready- 
to-wear  prices.  In  business 
on  Ocean  Avenue  for  over 
eight  years,  the  warm  and 
outgoing  proprietor  of  Lili 
Knits/Creations  specializes 
in  happy  customers. 

‘I  figure  the  customer  is 
right,”  she  says  simply. 
‘‘When  you  see  customers 
happy,  its  a  big 
satisfaction.” 

Self-taught  in 

dressmaking  as  a  child  in 
Italy,  she  was  -running  her 
own  small  factory  and 
exporting  to  England 
before  she  emigrated  to 
America  over  thirty  years 
ago.  After  more  than  twenty 
years  at  her  first  American 
job,  as  designer  in  a 
knitwear  factory,  she 
opened  her  present  shop.  A 
partner  takes  charge  of  the 
office  work. 

After  first  specializing  in 
made-to-order  knits,  Lili  has 
recently  exchanged  a  salon 
atmosphere  for  a  simple 
store-front  with  racks  of 
jeans,  jackets  and  tops  for 


both  women  and  men,  in 
keeping  with  the  times. 

“I  prefer  feminine 
fashions  myself,”  she 
explains,  “but  not  for  work. 
Pants  outfits  will  stay  in 
forever.  They’re  more 
practical  for  an  active 
woman,  and  economical 
too.”

Her  workroom, 
bright  with  many  kinds  of 
knit  fabrics,  hanging 
garments  and  oversize 
spools  of  thread,  turns  out 
evening  gowns,  wedding 
gowns,  and  dresses,  suits, 
jumpsuits  and  pants  for 
every  sort  of  occasion.  She 
has  never  used  a  pattern. 

Lili  has  set  at  least  one 
fashion  trend  with  her  idea 
of  decorating  sweaters  with 


crocheted  motifs  several 
years  ago.  She  even 
suspects  that  current 
interest  in  gaucho  pants 
began  when  photographers 
focused  through  the  window 
on  such  pants  in  her  display.

into,”  he  said.  "The  building 
will  be  completely 
renovated  inside  and  out 
and  we  want  to  work  with 
the  community  on  these 
plans.  I  know  we  can  contri¬ 
bute  to  the  neighborhood.

Grand  Auto  has  been 
buying  Safeway  properties 
throughout  the  state, 
according  to  Krantzman. 

In  other  news  of  Ocean 
Avenue: 

‘The  City  Planning  Com¬ 
mission  passed  a  resolution 
supporting  the  Ocean 
Avenue  Report,  prepared  by 
the  San  Francisco 
Development  Fund  and  the 
San  Francisco  Department 
of  City  Planning.  Repre¬ 
sentatives  from  the  Ocean 
Avenue  Merchant’s 
Association,  the  OMI-CA 
and  City  College  urged  the 
commission  to  endorse  the 
report,  which  includes  a 
request  for  $100,000  from  the 
Community  Development 
Block  Grant  Program.  This 
money  would  be  used  to 
install  trash  recepticals 
and  ornamental  trees  along 
the  street,  repave  several 
crosswalks  with  decorative 
material,  install  signs  at 
both  ends  of  the  commercial 
strip  announcing  the  area  as 
a  commercial  strip,  and 
install  new  street  signs. 

‘The  Hayman  Develop¬ 
ment  Company  will  go  to  the 


City  Planning  Commission 
within  the  next  three 
months  with  a  plan  for  the 

development  of  80  homes  on 
the  residentially  zoned 
portion  of  the  Homewood 
Terrace  Property.  The 
company  has  also  expressed 
an  interest  in  developing  the 
commercial  section  of  the 
site. 

‘The  new  owners  of  West- 
wood  Market,  Danny 
and  John  Jue,  have 
announced  that  the  exterior 
of  the  store  will  be 
renovated  and  painted  this 
summer  in  conformance 
with  the  street  master  plan 
now  being  developed  by 
architects  working  under  a 
grant  from  the  National 
Endowment  of  the  Arts.  The 
Housing  Conservation 
Institute  at  315  Granada 
Ave.,  which  received  the 
grant,  asks  other  Ocean 
Avenue  merchants  who  are 
considering  exterior 
renovation  to  check  with 
HCI  before  beginning  such 
work. 

‘Merchants  Association 
President  Roger  Miles  said 
he  has  had  no  cooperation 
from  the  City  Department  of 
Public  Works  in  his  attempt 
to  have  the  traffic  on  Ocean 
Avenue  slowed. 

“The  more  Ocean  Avenue 
is  like  a  freeway  the  better 
it  suits  them,”  he  said.

Everette  Edwards  came 
to  San  Francisco  to  visit 
relatives  twelve  years  ago 
and  decided  to  stay.  It

“It’s  a  school  that’s  for 
the  kids,”  he  said. 

But  he  spoke  sadly  about 


the  OMI’s  youth  in  the 
summer:  “They’ve  got 
nothing  to  do  but  get  in 
trouble.  If  the  parents  would 
see  that  the  kids  were  kept 
busy  there  wouldn’t  be  so 
much  vandalism  and  crime 
in  the  neighborhood.” 

He  emphasized,  however, 
that  the  parents  alone  can’t 
do  it  all,  believing  that  the 
children  themselves  must 
take  some  responsibility  for 
staying  out  of  trouble. 

Edwards  talked  with  the 
OMI  NEWS  about  his  home 
town  of  Palmetto, 
Louisiana,  where  “There 
was  no  vandalism,  and  kids 
didn’t  get  into  trouble  like 
here.” 

“Everyone  knew 
everyone,”  he  said,  “and 
the  kids  kept  busy.
